necessary to bring relief to the taxpayer. Most of the 
bills introduced are stop-gap measures to merely

To the Editor: 

Being engaged actively and 
professionally in providing am- 
bDitance service in our area, | 
feel that | must bring to the 
public attention legislation af- 
fecting my chosen profession. 
This legislation is a package 
caiied Senate bilis 985, 986 & 
987 which would #1 require 
equipment and vehicles to meet 
minimum standards upon re- 
placement. #2 require minimum 
training upgraded to have 2 
EMT's on every ambulance call 
by 1/1/80. This section seems 
to be of major concern in rural 
areas and is the area | will 
support. #3 specify requirement: 
for advanced EMT's (paramed- 
ics). 

My reasoning is that while we 
are a rural area, Our ambulance 
people have as much interest as 
any area of the State. | feel 
confident that none of my 
acquaintences currently work- 
ing on ambulances are against 
the requirement of 2 EMT’s by 
1980 because they also feel as | 
do that in the past 5 years or so, 
ambulance service has rapidly 
Started to change from rapid 
pickup and delivery to a so- 
phisticated well trained exten- 
sion of the Emergency Depart- 
ment of the hospital and are 
glad to have the extra training 
regardless of personal sacrifice. 
Wf this is true of the 65% of 
ambulance attendants who are 
EMT's without any requirement 
except their pride in doing the 
Job well, which includes inci- 
dently by Dept. of Public Health 
estimates 30-50% of the volun- 
teers in our state who operate 

14% of the ambulances, make 

259 Of the Calis Gy MASS/EMT 
estimates and have 30% of the 
peonle currently licensed as 
attendants. When do the other 
35% catch up? 

Under this proposed legisia- 
tion we would have until 1/1/79 
to provide 1 licensed EMT and 1 
licensed attendant on every call 
with ihe EMT in the patient 
compartment. An EMT course 
requires 81 class hours and 
practicle experience. An atten- 
dant must have 56 hours of Red 
Cross First Aid. On 1/1/80 we 
would have 2 EMT's (licensed) 
on every call with 1 in the 
patient compartment. 

What is the cost? Currently 
between $0-50 for local courses 
and $100 and up for college 
courses Cost is not Drohibitive 
since we would have 3 years to 
train 1800 persons as EMT's and 
modular programs are currently 
in the works. 

What is the pay off? Currently 
there is no requirement for a 
licensed attendant (1 must be 
present But nat necess rity "s 
the patient) to know or use such 
basic life support mechanisms 
as airway management or GPR. 
This knowledge alone saves 
many tives. Since our area relys 
On tourist dollars 1o Survive and 
these people are aware of more 
sophisticated vehicles and train- 
ing and are on occasion appal- 
led by the lack of tne same up 
north, we must take every op- 
Poriunity to advance and up 
grade our training to maintain 
tourist confidence in our area. 

In closing i would like to say 
that from 1967 to 19741 was a 
volunteer ambulance attendant 
and have every respect for 
volunteers. They are ready and 
willing to meet this challenge of 
helping people and frequently 
are frustrated because of tack of 
knuwledge. | urge you to 
support this legislation by writ- 
ing or calling your state repre- 
sentative and asking him to 
support it. if there are any 
reservations ask your local am- 
bulance crew, they must sup- 
port this legislation if they 
believe in the job they are trying 
to du, because human life is 100 
precious and suffering too great 
for any one of us to Say no to 
educational requirements that 
will save lives and reduce sut- 
fering — if we really care.

Push for equality defeating itself 


Somewhere along the line, it ap- 
pears to me, we're getting out of 
balance on this equality thing, in some 
cases. 

For a few examples— 

Volleyball was set up as a‘ girls’ 
sport on the high school level, partly in 
response to the heat for equality 
between the sexes in athletic partici- 


pation. 
After all, girls shouldn't really be 
expected to participate equally in 


football or wrestling or such things, so 
why not set up a sport such as 
volleyball for female participation? Fair 
enouyil. 

Then came along a few boys, who 
(we'll have to grant for sake of argu- 
ment) also like to play volleybail. If 
schoals cannot discriminate against 
girls on swimming teams or other 
non-contact sports, then they cannot 
discriminate against boys, either, and 
boys shovid be allowed to play on the 
Mloyhall teams, shouldn't they? 
Again, fair enough. 

But mixing boys and girls on the 
volleyball court, although legaily cor- 
rect, is not exactly athletically correct, 
it seems to me. Down the line some- 
where, if the trend should continue, 
girls’ volleyball teams would be domi- 
nated by boys, and the intent of the 
whole effort would be defeated. 

The same thing is happening, we 
hear, in the girls’ softball arena—in 
some high schools, boys are winning 
positions on the girls’ softball team, 


protected by the regulations on equal: 
ity. 


in my experience, if you make up a 
softball team of 14-17 year old boys, 
and pit them against a team of same 
aged girls, the boys will whop the girls 9 
times out of 10. 

Again, the application of the equal- 
ity rules is defeating the very end being 
sought. It you're going to provide the 
opportunity to participate to girls, then 
you're going to have to bar boys from 
the same competition. 

law or no law, girls are different 
than boys, and boys are different than 
girls—on the athletic fields, anyway. 


Personally, | decry this invasion of ~ 


girls’ sports by boys, although admit- 
tedly boys have just as much right to try 
out for girls’ teams as girls have to try 


out for boys’ teams. 

insistence on equality in scholastic 
sports, | fear, is going to severely 
hamper high school sports as we know 
them. School budgets just won’t stretch 
far enough, in most cases, to provide 
equal financial backing for all sports for 


both sexes, and that seems to be the- 


direction we're heading. 

The weight of the equality burden 
may break the whole structure. 

The lust for equality, it seems to me, 
also may be stretching just a bit in the 
recent flap about height standards for 
Michigan siate police officers. 

Minimum height requirements for 
the State Trooper 07 position have been 
5 foot 9 inches, while the minimum 
heighi for the Policewoman 07 job has 
been 5-2, 


A male candidate for the state police 
named George Walkuo was denied 
admission to the state Trouper G7 exam 
hecause nes only about 5-6. He 
appesied, claiming discrimination, be- 
cause while the duties and respon- 
sibilities for both the trooper and 
policewoman jobs were the same, the 
height requirements varied; Walkup 
would have met one, but not the other. 

A state civil service hearing officer 
agresd, and ruled that Walkup met 
minimum height standards. 

To follow this same reasoning one 
inch further, why should the state 
police be permitted to have any height 
standard at all? If you can become a 


good trooper at 5-2, why not at § fost, or 
at 4 feet 10 inches, or at any height at 
all? 

As a matter of fact, the Michigan 
Legislature has decided the same way. 

Recently enacted into law is a 
measure to prohibit discrimination in 
employment of the basis of marital 
status, height or weight. These new 
prohibitions are added to earlier sec- 
tions of the Fair Employment Practices 
Act which prohibit discriminatory em- 
ployment practices based on race, 
color, religion. national origin, sex, age 
or ancestry. 

Personally, if | needed a state 
“policeman, I'd: prefer the help of a lean 
six-footer; with my luck, answering my 
call would probably be a fat midget.

fs ReVolutionary War 


The first organized American 
expedition against Indlans of 
the Northwest during the Revo- 
lutionary War was a failure. As a 
matter of tact, it was a disgrace. 

The British trading center at 
Sandusky was its target, but the 
troops of General Edward Hand 
didn’t get, that far. They suc- 
ceeded only in reaching a nearly 
abandoned Indian village where 
they captured, killed or routed 
the defenseless inhabitants dur- 
ing the venture which has been 
appropriately desiqnated the 
Squaw Campaign. 

Hand, who had been in 
charge at the key frontier 
outpost of Fort Pitt (present-day 
Pittsburgh) since June of 1777, 
started out for Sandusky in 
February, 1778, ot the head of 2 
force of 5UU men, mostiy mi- 
litia. Heavy rain and melting 
snow soon raised creek levels to 
the extent that some streams 
were impossible to cross, and it 
became accessary to give up 
eftorts to reach the principal 
objective. However, scouting 
parties reported the location of 
an Indian camp (probably at 
what is now Newcastle, Pen- 
nsylvania) and Genera! Hand, 
assuming its occupants to be 
warriors, ordered an attack. 
“But to my great mortification,” 
he said in a letter written after 
the affair, ‘we found only one 
man with some women and 
children. 

“The men were so impet- 
uous,” he continued, “that | 
could nat prevent their killing 
the man and one of the women. 
Another woman was taken and 
with great difficulty saved. The 
remainder escaped.” 

Another member of the expe- 
dition, Samuel Murphy, recalled 
that a gap in the attacking line 
enabled ihe wife and children of 
the Indian man whose name 
was Pipe to escape. However, 
Pipe's mother, an old squaw, 
was “pursued and shot at 
repeatedly,” he said. Even when 


“BH one of the soldiers ran up to 


her, the firing continued and a 
bullet passed through the leg- 
ging of the militiaman. 

A Sieutenant, mistaking an- 
other old squaw for a warrior, 
shot her in the leg. Two soldiers 
ran up to her, one of them 
tomahawking her and the other 
shooting her. 

Murphy said that Pipe shot a 
captain in the arm and was 
about to fire again when he was 


Grayling 
Area Resident 
Honored 


A Grayling area resident, Or. 
George Wallace, was the re- 
cipient of the Michigan Audu- 
bon Socieiy's highest honor, 
the Distinguished Service Award 
at the Society's 72nd annual 
convention, held recently March 
26-28, 1976 at Michigan State 
University. Also honored was 
Or. Miles Pirnie, noted authority 
on waterfowl, as one who 
contributed greatly to the pre- 
sent direction and growth of the 
Society. 

Or. Wallace, who moved to 
the Grayling area after over 
thirty years of teaching at 
Michigan State University, is a 
native of Vermont, and received 
his Ph. D. from the University of 
Michigan. Part of his studies 
were done at the University’s 
research station at Douglas 
Lake, in northern Lower Michi- 
gan. Following work in Vermont 
and Massachusetts, he came 
back to Michigan for a short 
stint at the Rose Lake Wildlife 
Experiment Station, than joined 
the faculty of the Zoology 
Department at M.S.U. 

Wallace gained national fame 
in the 1950's with a series of 
well documenied research pa- 
pers of the effects of DDT on the 
natural food chain. He remained 
on and continued his scholarly 
work in the face of intense 
opposition from chemical man- 
ufacturers and segments of the 
agricultural industry. His vin- 
dication is now well known. 

His contributions to Michigan 
Audubon have included chairing 
the Research Committee, the 
editing for many years of the 
“Jack Pine Warbler,” and in 
leading many Audubon pro- 
grams which have guided no- 
vices into a deeper understand- 
ing of the ways of nature. 

Or. Pirnie was honored for 
being one of the key Audubon 
leaders that led Michigan Audu- 
bon from its Depression Days 
decline to a place of state-wide 
respect and influence in matters 
pertaining to the natural world, 
its environments, witdlife, and 
other resources. He brought the 
“Jack Pine Warbier" to its piace 
as one of the most respected or 
ornithological journals. He was 
the first Director of the W.K. 
Kellogg Sanctuary near Gull 
Lake, and subsequently on the 
faculty of the MSU Department 
of Natural Resources.

shot by one militiaman and 
tomahawked hy another. That 
incident, according to Murphy, 
set off “a wild yelling and 
shooting, without giving the 
least heed to the officers.” 

Told by the woman they had 
captured that ten Indians were 
at a salt tick ten miles away, 
Hand sent a unit to capture 
them. “They turned out to be 
women and 2 boy,” he said 
later, “and of these one woman 
only was saved.” 

Murphy's account was that 
they “found a few squaws there 
and took one prisoner and 
brought her off. The olhers were 
left." He added that “a small 
Indian boy out with a gun 
shooting birds” was killed and 


nn AeA wan A fenart. Amann 
that there was a dispute among 


the men as to whom would be 
credited with the killing. 

Simon Girty, who later swit- 
ched sides in the war and led 
Indians in assaults on frontier 
settlements, was the leader of 
the group that went to the salt 
lick; and the men appealed to 
him to decide which of them 
should get credit for having 
killed the Indian boy. Girty 
decided that it was Zachariah 
Connell, who was the founder 
of Connellsville, Pennsylvania. 

Although it was said by some 
that Hand's displeasure with the 
conduct of his militia on this 
campaign contributed to his 
decision to leave the frontier to 
rejoin the army in the East, he 
wrote to Yeates: “Notwithstand- 
ing this savage conduct, | verily 
believe the party would behave 
well if they had men to contend 
with. You will be surprised in 
performing the above great 
exploits | had but one man (a 
captain) wounded and one 
drowned.”

Fact 4. Senator Bobby Crim has stated that schools must 
acquire three (3) additional mills to avaid cutting programs for 
1976-77 because of the lack of state financial support. The

Because my office gets numerous phone calls and 
letters from protesting taxpayers, | am in a position to 
know first hand what they are thinking and feeling.

Why 
should property owners, many who don’t even have 
children, bear the entire burden for educating our 
young? 

Clearly the time has come to set words into action. 
Within the next few weeks the voters will have the 
opportunity to sign a petition io piace the question af 
property tax reform on the ballot. The thrust of the 
measure will be to cut property tax by removing schoo! 
operating tax from the homeowner's back. Alternate 
sources of revenue are a more equitable means to pay 
for these services. 

People are afraid of change and won't vote for 
anything they don't understand.
